a Dutch column of 50 armored ve- 
hicles, including tanks, was less 
than 20 miles from the important 
north coast port of Cheribon.

Corn Prospects Are 


Boosted in Special 
Crop Survey Report 


If Forecast Comes True, 


Rising Price Trend 


May Be Halted 


Washington, July 
23—(AP)-— 


Officials looked today to a gov- 
ernment report boosting corn crop 
prospects 158.000,000 bushels for 
help in halting the rising- trend in 
many farm and food prices. 


President Truman, in his mid- 


year economic report Monday, said 
fears of a short corn crop ap- 
peared to be among the factors 
standing in the 
way of needed 


price adjustments. 


In a special crop survey made 


public yesterday, the agriculture* 
department forecast the weather- 
plagued crop at 2.770.000.000 bush- 
els, bnsed on conditions prevailing 
July 15. 


The department's July 1 forecast 


was 
for 
2,612,000.000 
bushels 


which is about 57,000,000 below 
average. Last year's record crop 
totaled 3,287.000.000. 


The 
new 
forecast 
is within 


about 80,000,000 bushels of esti- 
mated needs for maintaining live- 
stock., dairy and poultry produc- 
tion at present high levels. Con- 
tinued good weather could narrow 
the gap still more. 


Near-Record Price.*. 


When abnormally cool weather, 


excessive rains and floods hamp- 
ered planting- and cultivation of 
the crop this spring, corn prices 
started a climb that has carried 
to near-record levels. 
This re- 


flected fears of a shortage of feed 
to maintain livestock production 
at current levels. 


The corn price rise not only car- 


ried other grains along with it but 
tended to push up meat prices as 
well. 
It 
is generally 
acknowl- 


edged that a short- corn 
crop 


would result in less meat produc- 
tion next year. and higher prices. 


Officials said the new corn es- 


timate reduces the possibility of 
a livestock 
feed shortage 
and 


should be followed by .some easing 
of the pressure on grain and live- 
stock prices. 


Present meat production is 153 


pounds a year for each person in 


,United States. This compares 
."h "a pre-"war average of "126. 
Over most of the midwestorn 


corn belt high yielding early sea- 
son hybrids 
were planted more 


extensively than usual to lessen 
the handicap of the late start.

There is no dark mystery about 


the warfare which has erupted 
against between the

forces; It's just another of many 
indications that the day of em- 
pires is fading. 


To understand the cause of the 


current crisis we must go back 
a bit. The revolutionary Indones- 
ian republic has been the de facto 
government for the major por- 
tions of the rich islands of Java 
and Sumatra since the winter of 
1945. Lengthy negotiations 
be- 


tween the Dutch and the rebels 
(heavily punctuated by warfare) 
finally resulted in an agreement 
whereby a United States of In- 
donesia, encompassing both the 
republic and the remainder of the 
East Indies, 
would come 
into 


being- in 1949. 


There Is Deeper -Cause 


This new nation was to 
have 


dominion status. Holland was to 
retain a hand in foreign relations, 
defense, finance and in subjects of 
an economic or cultural nature. 
The queen of Holland also was to 
be queen of the dominion. Dis- 
agreement over the method of im- 
plementing the new government 
is credited with precipitating the 
latest upheaval. However, I think 
we must go deeper than that If 
•we could look into tile mind o: 
the Indonesian we likely should 
encounter some euch reasoning as 
this: 


"The Dutch and the Indonesians 


are racially a* far apart a« the 
poles. We have little in common. 
The queen of the Netherlands is 
a benevolent and lovable person- 
age, but she is not one of us. Tte 
members of her government are 
foreigners to us. We want abso- 
lute *everance from Holland, no 
that we may rule ourselvea 
in 


these fairy lands of wealth which 
have been inhabited by our race 
for untold generations. It isn't 
that we like the Dutch the less, 
but that we like our absolute free- 
dom the more". 


That's- what our correspondent 


believes they think. And that is 
the basic cause of this fresh out- 
break. If we believe the writing on 
the wall this means that sooner 
or later (and proably sooner) the 
Netherlands must relinquish all 


claims o* ih« w«*lth ot lndon««- 
a. 


Independence Fevered High 
The same is true of all imper- 


al powers, because the demand 
'or independence is running1 around 
Jie world like a theme song. We 
are seeing its effect in the vast 
sub-continent of India which has 
been granted its freedom by Eng- 
and. Britain also is relinquish- 
ng Burma—now torn by a bloody 
nternal political crisis. 


Around the corner the 
French 


are battling to keep French Indo- 


hina in line. French and Italian 


colonies in Africa are reaching for 
the sun. Egypt is demanding the 
withdrawal of British troops from 
her soil, and relinquishment 
of 


control over the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. And so the story goes. Em- 
sires are as outmoded as 
the 


Georgian stage-coach. 


Naturally this doesn't mean that 


all imperial possessions are going 
by the board over-night. Howev- 
er, the time is fa*t passing when 
intelligent people of different races 
can be bound together by a jewel 
studded crown and sceptre. Com- 
monwealths comprising: sovereign 
nations of different races may be 
formed successfully, 
for mutual 


benefit — aJid someday we may 
get that vast 
commonwealth 


which many look forward as "one 
world". But empires are all but 
anachronistic. 


And by the same token, any at- 


tempt to create a bloc of nations 
by force, against the will of their 
peoples, must fall in the long run.

Hitler Missed Death

Otto John, a German doing spe- 
cial work for the British foreign 
office, told a London meeting this 
week that Adolf Hitler escaped 
assassination in March of 1943 
only because an English-made fuse 
failed to set off a bomb smuggled 
into his private plane. 


John said the fuse was attached 


to a bornb constructed 
of 
two 


cognac bottles addressed by a high 
command officer to a friend at 
field headquarters on the eastern 
front. The pilot of Hitler's plane 
was persuaded to take the inno- 
cent-appearing 
package 
aboard 


just before the plane took off fron 
Berlin. 


John declared that an anxious 


wait followed as the plotters in 
Berlin waited to hear that'Hitler 
had died in a mid-air explosion 
Instead,to their intense disappoint 


ment, he said, word came that the 
plane had made a routine landing 
at its destination. 


The oornb subsequently was re- 


covered without its deadly nature 
being discovered, John said, and 
investigation disclosed 
that 
the 


fuse which the conspirators had 
obtained from English sources was 
defective. 


John did not reveal hov the fuse

"A four-year or five-year plan 


of U. S. aid to Europe, 
to cost 


about $25,000,000,000 is in trouble 
before it starts," says the United 
States News. "President Truman's 
Cabinet is sharply divided on the 
plan. Congress is inclined to be 
cool toward it. Europe wants and 
badly needs the dollars, but may 
not like the conditions to be at- 
tached to any new collar grants". 


Th? economics of the problem 


are bleak to an extreme. This coun- 
try is the only important produc- 
er of the goods Europe must have 
for economic 
rehabilitation, 
no 


less than lor immediate substen- 
ance. Those goods must be paid 
for with dollars. However, for- 
eign countries are earning only 38 
per cent of the dollars they are 
spending. The loans we have al- 
ready made are running out at an 
alarming rate, and will be exhaus- 
ed, in most cases, in less than a 


European recovery. But it does 
seem certain that the policy will 
not be of a blank-check character 
—and that firm strings will be at- 
tached to future loans and gifts 
and subsidies. A good many com- 
mentators feel that European gov- 
ernments have wasted much of 
the money so far advanced and, 
in some cases, have been more in- 
terested in building political or- 
ganizations than in trying to put 
their countries on their economic 
feet. Public opinion seems all in 
favor of stopping that. 


The Marshall Plan obviously is 


based in part on such considera- 
tions. It says, in effect, that Euro- 
pean rehabilitation is the duty of 
Europe, and that aid from us can 
be given only if all the countries 
involved cooperate to the limit. It 
thus marks an 
effort to 
break 


down geographical, political, and 
ethnological barriers to the recov- 
ery of the continent. 


It is possible to draw parallels 


between the present and the per- 
iod following World War I, when 
we made large loans to Europe 
which were repaid only in part. 
But there is this enormous dit- 
ference — the sums involved then 
were much smaller, and the Unit- 
ed States had relatively insigni- 
ficant tax and national debt prob- 
lem at home. On top of that, there 
was no struggle for power such 
as that which is being carried on 
between the United states anc 
the Soviet Union today. The pres- 
ent European problem is compli- 
cated by the most important mili- 
tary and diplomatic 
considera- 


tions. While we are helping the 
rest of the world self-preservation 
demands that we prepare for any 
conceivable future contingency— 
including that of war. 


year. 


The 
export-import 
situation 


tells the story in another way. 
Our exports 
abroad 
amount to 


around $20,000,000,000 a year. Our 
imports from abroad, on the oth- 
er hand, are less than $8,000,000,- 
000 a year. That means, from the 
foreign point of view, an annual 
deficit of nearly $12,000,000,000 a 
year. A number of countries, not- 
ably Britain, are attempting to 
step up their export production in 
order to make their balance of 
trade less 
unfavorable 
and to 


maintain their dollar credits as 
long- as possible. But these efforts 
have not borne much fruit, anc 
no great improvement can logi- 
cally be expected in the near fu- 
ture. 


Foreign countries have invest- 


ments in this country, in securi- 
ties, industrial properties, etc. 
However, according- to the U. S. 
News, if all long-term foreign in- 
vestments of this nature were liq- 
uidated, 
Europe's 
pocketbook 


would be fattened by only $8,000,- 
000,000—enough to balance 
the 


import-export scale for a mere 
eight months. Furthermore, these 
assets are unevenly distributed. 
The great bulk of them belong to 
England, and some of the neediest 
countries have little or nothing. 


It will be a long time before any- 


one knows just how far the Unit- 
ed States will go in underwriting 


Is American industry rolling in 


money? On the basis of the bare 
statistics a "yes" answer to that 
would seem justified. However, as 
a Newsweek survey recently point- 
ed out, there is another side to 
the picture. The magazine said: 
'The 
hard-to-believe 
fact 
was 


that business, despite record prof- 
its, was hard pressed for funds." 


The reason for that is the en- 


ormous sums industry has been 
spending for new and better pro- 
duction facilities. Last year, for 
example, industrial profits total- 
ed $12,500,000,000. But in the same 
year industry spent $12,000,000,- 
000 for new plans and equipment, 
plus $8,500.000,000 for inventories, 
plus $5,000,000,000 in dividends. 
As a result, cash on hand has de- 
clined. Big industry, in many cas 
es, has borrowed heavily from 
banks. The cost of essential post- 
war expansion and reconversion 
has been incredibly high.

France subscribes to the Mar- 


shall program for economic re- 
habilitation of Europe. 
When it 


comes 
to 
Germany, 
however, 


Paris is fearful of raising that 
country's industrial strength to a 
point where it might once more 
be a war potential. 


For nearly five years in the 


first world war the German mili- 
tary machine (largely a product 
of the Ruhr industries) tore into 
France until at the finish she, as 
victor, had suffered far more than 
Germany, the vanquished. 
Then 


came the second attempt of the 
Ruhr-equipped Boche to enslave 
her, 
with such disastrous results 


that France now is battling for 
her economic life, and is fortun- 
ate still to be numbered among 
the big five powers. 


Provide Adequate Guard 


The answer to the French ob- 


jection is that the United States 
and Britain also have had a stom- 
ach full of Prussianism and have 
no thought of allowing Germany 
to become industrialized again to 
the point where "she might wage 
war. 
To ensure this, there is the 


agreement to keep the counti-y 
occupied by allied troops until all 
danger is past. 


The hope is that the French 


government 
will in due course 


find itself able to trust the effi- 
cacy of this program, especially 
since it is clear that European 
rehabilitation is heavily 
depen-

Fishermen Benefit 


from State Tests 


at Southern Lake 


Dixon Springs, 111., July 
23— 


(AP)—A state experimenp to find 
out if the 
size 
of 
fishermen's 


catches can be boosted with ferti- 
lizers is under way at nearby Lake 
Glendale and surrounding ponds — 
but, the fish have to be caught to 
prove anything. 


So experts of the Illinois Natural 


History survey and the University 
of Illinois have offered anglers a 
chance to improve their luck by 
fishing in the experimental waters, 
stocked with large mouth bass and 
blue gills. 


All the anglers have to do is: 


(i) Catch lots of fish, and (2) be 
sure to report the weights of those 
they keep. 


The 82 acre lake in the south- 


eastern corner 
of Illinois 
w'as 


drained in 1946 and the entire 
fish population removed for the 
experiment, then breeding stock 
was put back. 


The experiment calls for spread- 


ing about 100 pounds of fertilizers 
an acre into shallow waters every 
two to four weeks. The fertilizers 
—nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium 
and 
calcium—are 
intended 
to 


boost the growth of microscopic 
fish food organisms, with .a cor- 
responding increase in the weights 
of fish. 


Dr. D. P. Hansen of the survey 


explained the "rules" for -fisher- 
men: 
Obtain 
free 
permits 
at 


stations here. A free boat is on 
each pond but anglers must bring 
:heir own paddles or oars. No live 
fish may be used for bait, but 
flyrod poppers, flies, plugs and 
ive frogs are good for bass; earth- 
worms, catalpa worms, flies and 
poppers for blue gills.

Dr. Hansen said the population

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Science Foundation 
Will Start or Assist 


In Basic Research 


Approved by Both Hous- 


es of Congress, Needs 


Only Truman OK 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Washington, July 23—(AP) — 


Just before quitting for 1947, con- 
gress has voted for a National 
Science foundation. 


The house and senate voted for 


it late yesterday. Now it's up to 
the president to sign it into law 
or veto it. 


This is the idea behind the 


foundation: 


1. To start or help basic re- 


search in many fields, such as 
finding the cause and cure of can- 
cer. 
(The foundation would not 


give treatments.) 


This would be done 
through 


government loans or grants to 
colleges or other organizations to 
start or carry on research work. 


2. To build up the number of 


scientists,' especially by helping 
educate young people with scien- 
tific minds. 


This would be done through 


scholarships for young men and 
women to continue their scientific 
training. 
They'd be chosen -on 


ability. 


Appoint Full-Tlme Director 
This is how the 
foundation 


would work: 


1. 
The president would ap- 


point, •with the advice of scien- 
tists, a top board of 24 outstand- 
ing people in science, medicine, 
engineering, and so on. 


2. There'd be special divisions, 


headed by experts, in such fields 
as cancer, heart disease, biology, 
national defense and so on. 


3. There'd be a director of the 


foundation. Appointed by the 24.- 
man board, he'd work full time. 


The board would meet at inter- 
vals. 


Suppose the foundation wanted 


to put a lot of money and scien- 
tific effort into finding a cancer 
cause and cure. 


It could use government money 


to start special research jobs in 
some college where scientists al- 
ready were working on cancer. 


But the foundation couldn't or- 


der any scientist to do any cer- 
tain kind of work. 


Would Avoid Duplication 


Yet. through the exchange of 


information on work being done, 
it could save scientists from dup- 
licating one another's work. 


How much would all this cost? 


Scientists say about $25.000.000 
a vear, at least in the beginning. 


But congress, although it's vot- 


ed to create the foundation, hasn't 
voted money to start it working 
if the president signs it into law. 


It isn't likely to do so this year. 
So what happens to the founda- 


tion if the president signs it into 
law and there's no money for it 
to go to work? 


He can give it money, say a 


couple of hundred thousand dol- 
lars, out of a special fund. That 
would help it set up shop between 
now and 1948. 


That would 
give the founda- 


tion time to work out a program 
and decide exactly how much mon- 
ey to ask for when congress re- 
turns in 1948. 


But the 24-man board, appoint- 


ed by the president, must be ap- 
proved by the senate. What hap- 
pens when the senate goes home 
this week? 


The president can appoint 
a 


temporary board to serve until 
1948 when the senate returns and 
can vote on the board members. 


Resolve Differences 


Last May the senate voted for 


the foundation. Then the house 
voted. But there were differences 
between 
what the two 
houses 


wanted. 


The senate wanted the director 


appointed by the president. The 


house wanted him appointed b> 
the 24-man board. 


The senate voted to Jet land 


grant colleges have 25 per cent 
of all the money the foundation 
had to spend in any year. 


(Land grant colleges are schools, 


which the 
federal 
government 


helped set up by giving them lane 
and, every year, government mon- 
ey). 


The house didn't want the land 


grant colleges singled 
out for 


special treatment. (There are on- 
ly 69 land grant colleges but more 
than 800 other schools of higher 
learning which could qualify for 
foundation help). 


The house and senate set up a 


special committee to argue over 
those two points: The director and 
land grant colleges. 


The senate let the house have 


its way. The vote by both houses 
yesterday was the formal agree- 
ment on this. 


So congress decided to let the 


board appoint the director and to 
keep the land grant colleges from 
getting special treatment.
